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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment filed January 3, 2006 has been thoroughly reviewed and 
considered by the examiner. In view of applicant's amendments and persuasive 
arguments, the prior rejections as set forth in the Office action mailed September 29, 
2005 are hereby withdrawn. In addition, in view of applicant's persuasive argument, the 
drawing objection requiring that the solenoid be illustrated to be attached to the piston is 
withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-12, 15-37, 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Ku et al (U.S. Patent Application Pub. 2004/001 1404) in view of 

Ohmi et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,193,212). The patent publication to Ku et al discloses a 

diaphragm assembly (130) including a diaphragm (134) and a valve body having a 

purge inlet (114), a reactant inlet (112) and an outlet (116); see paragraph 0026. Ku et 

al discloses that the diaphragm assembly may be actuated by a solenoid valve (152); 

see paragraph 0028. The details of the solenoid valve are not disclosed. The '212 

patent to Ohmi et al teaches an electronically controlled valve comprising a solenoid coil 
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(102), a magnetic member (104), a piston (109) and a diaphragm (111). The valve 
includes a computer-controlled drive for energizing the solenoid and includes a 
diaphragm position indicator (31); see col. 14, lines 42-65. In view of the teaching of 
Ohmi et al, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to use the solenoid valve structure disclosed by Ohmi to drive the 
diaphragm assembly of Ku et al. In particular regards to claims 7, 15 and 26, it would 
have been an obvious reversal of parts to have the solenoid of the solenoid valve of 
Ohmi et al fixed to the piston or to have the stroke length of the piston set at an 
optimum 0.2 mm. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13, 14, 38 and 39 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered, pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patent to Hunkapiller (U.S. Patent No. 4,558,845) is cited for 
the additional showing of a diaphragm valve assembly having two inlets and an outlet, 
col. 4, lines 15-19.
